PEMBROKE’S MARRYING SEASOw. 


A Busy Canadian Town with a Repatation 
tor Enterestinz Weddings. 

The fall marrying season is in full swing 
in Pembroke, Ont., says an American 
paper. This is the bustling town that 
porters on the railroad say has more 
weddings than any other in proportion to 
its population. It has about 5,000 resi- 
deots and probably more pretty girls than 
any other town of its size in Canada. 
Scores of its young men have gone away 
to get a start in life, but it seems au in- 
variable rule that they shall come back to 
Pembroke to get married. 

Travellers get as glimpse of these young 
women often as the trains go through 
Pembroke, now that the time tables on the 
road have been changed so that the east 
and west bound through trains pass that 
place in the daytine. The young women 
often come down to the station, and one 
sees at a glance that they area merry 
bright-faced lot, with ruddy cheeks and 
overflowing with good nature. They, 
laugh and even romp some, as well as 
occasionally cast sheep's eyes at the train 
while it waits. The town looks like some 
of the flourishing places in northern 
New York and is in the heart of the beau- 
tiful Ottawa valley, which resembles the 
Mohawk valley to some extent, and in 
certain times of the year zeems even more 
fertile. The young women of the town 
are in keeping with the place, It is said 
that few of the young men who leave there 
ever marry in the towns or cities to which 
they go, and that nine times out of ten 


they come to wed their former sweethearts. 
June and October. of course, are the marry- 
ing months, Ip those months the platform 
of the station is often crowded with friends 
of some newly wedded couple, come down 
to give them a send-off on their wedding 
trip. Frequently three or four of these 
wedding parties are at the station, and the 
whole town seeins to be there with th em. 
At such times the conductor has a hard 
time to get the train off on schedule time. 
In addition to the showers of rice that fall 
the trainis almost always bombar ded with 
old shoes, and it keeps the regular pas- 
sengevs as well as the bridal couples dodg- 
ing the missiles of good luck. 

A colored porter who has been running 
over the road for tive years explained it to 
a reporter the other day ‘n this way: 

J have been-a porter on sleeping 
cars in the United States and in Canada for 
years, and have run all over both countries. 
This beats any other town in both countries 
for weddings. The girls are prettier here 
than in any other town I was ever in. 
can see that by looking at those girls out 


there now and you don’t wonder that the | 


young men come back here to marry them. 
Of course I have a good deal of sweeping 
to do when we get a bridal party on board 
to get clear of all the rice that is thrown 
into the car, but we don’t mind that for the 
bridegroom always takes pity cn us and sees 
that weare liberally rewarded for our work. 


But there is another side to it. You 
will notice that these people here are 
pretty well shod. Now it isa fast the 
shoes that they throw here are not old as a | 
rule. Some of them have been worn only 
a she rt time. I suppose it is because they 
pinch their owners’ feet or something like 
chat; the young people want to get rid of 
them. Perhaps it is because they are 
ashamed to throw ashabby shoe at their 
friends down at a station. At any rate i 
seldom have to buy any shoes for myself or 
family. When I get a pretty good shoe 
only partly worn I put it ove side, and the 
chances are that in a week or two its mate 
will come along. If I don’t get the mate 
some other porter will and when necessary 
we exchange. If we cannot use the shoes 
ourselves there are ways of disposing of 
them, and so you see, we are glad when 
the marrying rush sets in at Pembroke. 
It’s a great wedding town, the best in the 
country.”

On the average, great fortunes in America 
have probably done more good and less 
harm than might have been excepted.

Listowel, where the young girl Keith was 
murdered have a feeling of intense indigna- 
tion against the murderer.

Lying in the picturesque valley of the 
Columbia River in British Columbia, with 
the Selkirk Mountains on one side and the 
Rocky Mountains on the other, is the town 
of Donald,on the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road. It used to be known asa ‘“‘wide- 
open town,” but it is now a sedate little 
place of nearly 2,000 inhabitants. It is 
the meeting place of divieions of the rail- 
road, and from that reason takes Gn a com- 
mercial importance that other towns of the 
same size along the railroad lack: It also 
has an added importance from the fact that 
it is the home of Sheriff Redgrave,the chief 
official of all tnat country round for a 
great distance. ; 

Sheriff Redgrave is a distinguished man, 
not only because he holds the chief office 
thereabouts for many miles, but because he 
has a notable past. He has had many 
fierce campaigns with the Indians, has 
fought his full share of deadly duels with 
desperadoes, has dropped“ his man on 
more than one occasion, knows what rough- 
ing it means in a country the wildegt of the 
wild, and for years before such a thing as 
a railroad was thought of in that country 
was a marked man. His dignified presence 
always commanded respect wherever he 
appeared. He was always pointed put to 
strangers, ani knew that his position in the 
community demanded of him scrupulous re- 
gard for his personal appearance, and aleo 


small-pox out? the Sheriff says as he tells 
the story. 

Well. it was this way. Neither of us 
had any medical education, and if we had 
it wouldn't have done any good, tor we had 
no remedies with us, and it would have 
been impossible to make those Indiaas take 
any medicine. What do you think we did? 
We just rounded up all the Indians that 
had the disease, and when we were sure 
that we had every one of them and had 
burned all their effects, we buried each 
Indian up to his neck in the ground and 
left them there for the night. The next 
morning we came around to see how they 
were getting along, and would you believe 
it, the wolves had come during the night 
and had eaten off the heads of everyone of 
those Indians. That stamped out the ep- 
idemic in that whole section, and to thia 
day there has never been a case of smali-pox 
there. It was rather rough treatment, but 
ever since then tha: tribe of Indians have 
been among my very best friends.”

anecdote he tells. He and a friend were 
out in the mountains one day and came to 
the only ford in a stream that was access- 
ible tor many miies. To their dismay 
they found that the heavy rains had made 
the stream impassable. They had to get 
oyer in eome way for the fate of important 
business depended upon the Sherift’s ar- 
rival home.

Taking a long breath, 
so as to last us after the water got over our 
heads, we plunged into the stream and 
waded over by walking on the bottom. The 
stones kept us trom being swept away.”

There are very few forme of entertain- 
ment more enjoyable than the soc:al tea 
party which the country penple are in the 
habit of giving in honor of themselves, 
their neighbors, and the strangers within 
their gates. 

The approach of cold weather fills both 
young and elderiy housekeepers with a

DRIVEN TO CANNIBALISM. 
A Ghastly Ring * Corpses— 
The Survival of the Fittest. 


Whaling vessels belongirg to the Dundee 
fleet, which have returned toScotland, bring 
a grewsome story from the far north. At 
the beginning of August the whalers Auro- 
ra, Balena und rsquimaux were in Prince 
Regent’s Inlet, between the latitude 72 and 
74 north, searching for white whales, They 
steamed into Elvin bay and a party from 
the Balena landed and proceeded in shore. 


They had not gone far when they came 
upon a ghastly ring of corpees, the remains 
of Esquimaux who had evidently died of 
starvation. The evidence pointed to its 
having been a case of survival of the fittest. 
The bodies had probably lain where they 
were found for a number of months, but 
were weil preserved. Some bodies bore no 
trace of the tale told. by the others. On 
‘the other hand, clean picked humar bones 
and partially devoured bodies revealed a 
story of cannibalism. One corpse had been 
beheaded, and the head was found thirty 
yards away from the trunk, at a piace 
where some one had evidently made a meal 
upon the flesh and brain. 

It is supposed that the party while 
travelling found their progress checked by 
the sudden setting in of winter. Whatiew 
provisions they had were soon exhausted, 
and then starvation stared them in the 
face. One by one they succumbed to the 
pangs of hunger, and finally the stronger, 
in a futile attempt to save their own lives, 
were driven to eat the others. The spot 
where the remains were found is inconceiv- 
ably desolate, and is entirely destitute of 
game or wild animals of any kind. The 
crew of the Balena brought a number of 
relics ql their horrible find.

of bygone days in the form of bowls, vases, 
etc. Fill them with the flowers that are 
available and place them upon the tea- 
table. A few buds or blossoms a cluster 
of leaves or ferns can be tied with a bit of 
ribbon and placed upon the table near the 
guests. If cut flowers cannot be procured, 
take a pot-containing a blooming plant.and 
fold a strip of colored silk around it. White 
wadding can be used instead of the silk, and 


a beautitul effect will be produced if the | 


surface of the wadding is covered with ivy 
or ferns. These can be sewed on with 
thread. Ivy can also be arranged around 
the table and the dishes pleced inside the 
circle. The ends of the ivy should be se- 
cured under the lamp or under immovable 
| dishes, 

It is customary in many country homes 
to cover pictures, mirrors, etc., with pink 
| tissue paper. If this color is used for ar- 
ticles in the dining room great care must be 
exercised in selecting articles for table dec- 


oration. If the dishes are decorated, the 
lamp shade and tiasue paper must harmon- 
ize with the color that predominates in the 
decoration. If the color is blue, amber 
shades will produce a charming effect. A 
criméoa light will beautify pink or brown, 
and give to the whole room the bright, 
warm appearance, which is so inviting ona 
bleak wintry day. 

If the tea-party is a large one, and if out- 
door exercise precedes the supper, it is a 
good plan to have breaded veal cutlets or 
fried oysters for the principal dish. There 
should also be u large plate at the foot ef 
the table containing a generous supply of 
cold sliced ham. A dish containing chick- 
en salad is placed at the right. Custom 
decides that there should only be one kind of 
preserved fruit upon the table. A small sauce 
dish containing apple sauce should be served 
with the oysters. Various kinds of 
picklee are placed here and there upon the 
table. 

If aservant is employed, the tea or choco- 
late should be poured into the cups before 
it is brought into the dining-room. 

Housekeepers should remember that a 

| well-laid table requires a great deal of light 

—-the more lights there are the better the 

effect. It is far wiser to put a goodly num- 
ber of small lamps or candles on the table 
than merely one or two large ones. 

There are many dainty preparafions that 
are fit to se before a king,” and there 
should be a liberal supply of these **goodies” 
upon the table. We have all been told to 
ignore “‘trifles,” but when they make their 
appearance in the forms of delicious cakes, 
custards and jellies, we give pleasure to our 
hostess and to ourselves by partaking ot 
the good things set before us.

White Cake.—One cup of butter, two of 
sugar, one of sweet milk, three of flour, 
whites of five eggs, two teaspoons of baking 
powder, Ice it, when baked, with coniec- 
tioner’s sugar wet with boiling water. 

Cocoanut Tarts.—Dissolve half a pound 


of sugar in half a pint of water; add a 


pound of grated coccauut and stir over the 
fire ‘or five minutes. Let cool. 
beaten yoke and the white of one egg. 
Line little tart pans with puff paste; fill 
with the mixture and bake. A lemon or 
almond mixture may be used to fill the 
tarts in place of cocoanut if desired.

of water to every three pounds of sugar ; 


skim it well and boil until quite thick; add 


the apples aud the grated peel of one or two 
lemons and two or three pieces ot white 
ginger root ; boil until the apples lonk clear 
white end yellow. This will keep for years, is 
the testimony of one who has used it, aud 
is an especially nice way when apples are 
plenty to keep rome for future use 


Suow Custard,—Dissolve half a box of 
gelatine in acup of cold water; «dd one 
pint of boiling water, two cups of sugar and 
thejuice of a lemon. Stir unzil the sugar 


is dissolved. Beat the whites of three 
eggs; add to the mixture when cold, a 
spoonful at a time. Mix carefully until 
thick, and pour in small cups to mold. 
When firm, turn out on a large dish, and 
vour custard flavored with vanilla around 
lic. Serve with white cake. 


Angels Food Cake.—Whites of nine 
large eggs, one heaping cup of fine granu- 
ran sugar, one cup ot flour sifted five 

times before measuring. One bali teaspoon- 

| ful of cream of tartar, and a teaspoonful 
each of lemon and vanilla extract. Separate 
eggs, add salt and cream of tartar to the 
whites and beat toa stiff froth. Add sugar 
and flavoring and beat thoroughly. Then 
carefully fold in the flour and bake in a 
moderate oven from forty to fifty minutes. 
Invert pan to cool when the cake 1s done. 
This cake is much nicer if baked in a tin 
made on purpose. This special cake tin is 
in two parts, side and hottom. The side 
part can be removed from the cake without 

| disturving it.

ANTI-TOXINE FOR DIPHTHERIA. 


The Ontario Board of Health Will Pur 
chase 2 Quantity of Serum for the Hos- 
pitals of Toronto, 


It is announced that tie Provincial 
Board of Health will purchase as soon as 
poasible a quantity of anti-diphtheric serum 
from the Pasteur Institute in Paris for dis 
tribution amongst the isolation hospitals in 
Toronto, As far as we know, the Pasteur 
Institute will not be able to supply this 
new Virus for a couple of months yet, and 
Drs, Cossidy, Covernton and Bryce are to 
be commended for lonking so far ahead that 


they will be able to give some of the first 
demonstrations of its application outside of 
Paris in Toronto, They are to com- 
mended for two reasons. This new diph- 
theria cure, from the public point of view, 
is certainly the most interesting discovery 
that has been made by medical science, and 
the experiments so far made with it seem 
to have established its suqgess at least as 
well as the protection of vabeination against 
smallpox. 

In regard to such matters, public boards 
owe a duty to the people, and in all the 
series of dangerous diseases there is no 
enemy whose attacks are more indiscrimi- 
nate and unsparing than diphtheria. True 
enough, as Dr. Cassidy stated at the meet- 
ing of the Provincial Board of Health, the 
official returns in recent years have shown 
diphtheria in Canada to be 


OW THE DECREASE. 
| This ie, favorable testimony to our advance 
| in thescienceof sanitation. But the advance 
is slow, and, in a sense, uncertain. Men 
of wealth, who spend small fortunes on the 
| drainage and sanitary appointment of their 
| premises, have their children taken off by 
diphtheria, and they are unable to trace its 
source. The manholes in all city streets 
are the objects of general suspicion, and 
there are a hundred and one other possible 
lairs of the bacteria. Cleanliness single- 
handed has a long up-hill battle to fight 
against the varied conditions of our modern 
lite, both in the city and in the ways of 

communication in the country. 

It is, therefore, the most natural thing in 
the world that the reported efficiency of 
the application of the serum of blood in 
cases of diphtheria should call forth uni- 
versal interest. The local authorities have 
told us very little su far of the nature and 

| application ot this new preventive, but a 
paper read some two weeks ago before the 
congress of naturalists at Vienna contains 
a great deal ot information to the point in 
these respects. 

The paper in question was read by Prof. 

hel. rini, the discoverer of the new diphth- 
eris cure. He was able, we read, to pro- 
mise far-reaching etficaciousness by the 
| injection of serum as the cure of many vir- 

i ulent diseases, Already diphtheria and 

tetsnus have 


ABSOLUTELY YIELDED 


to this treatment, and he does not doubt 
that pulmonary diseases, cholera, typhoid, 
and, perhaps, consumption, will be con- 
quered in time by its application. The 
application of the serum of blood, he said, 
was discovered by him through his close 
observation of Dr. Koch's attempts at 
killing the bacteria in the living organism. 
It appeared to Prof Behrini to be more 
important to fight against the changes 
caused in the organism by the bacteria. 

He began to make experiments in 1890, 
and succeeded in protecting guinea pigs 
against the infection of diphtheria. The 
experiments were then made with children, 
and, where the injections could be made in 
the first forty-eight hours of the illness, 
the mortality was reduced to 5 per cent. of 
what it had been. In later stages of the 
disease the mortality was brought down to 
10 percent. The diaries of the hospitals 
of Berlin show that of 72 diphtheria patients 
who were treated without seruin 25 died, 
whilst only two fatal cases resulted out of 
78 treated with serum in the first stages of 
the ilinese. ‘ 

The application appears to correspond 
with vaccination, but it is said the virus 
may besupplied in the form of powders. 
So far, however, the best method of appli- 
cation has not been made a matter of cer- 
tainty. If the virus can be put up in 
powders, and if its efficiency in that form 
can be established, it would enable parents 
to apply the preventive in the earliest 
stages of the attack.

license rate imposed and a stop pat to the 
sale of liquor to the Indians. 

With the exception of the schools of the 
Church of England mission there are po 
schools in the district. These district 
schools are three in number and have an 
attendance on an average of sixty per day. 
These schools are kept up by the generosity 
of friends, and are purely voluntary. 

Furs are fairly plentiful in the region. 
The exports for the year would amount to 
between $40,000 and $50,000. 

Inspector Constantine creditably carried 
out the work entrusted to him by the 
Customs department. The levying of du- 
ties was a distasteful task and at one time 
there was a prospect of trouble, but even- 
tually better counsel®prevailed and the in- 
epector brought out with him cheques, 
drafts and orders amounting to $3,248 for 
the Customs department and 8485 for the 
Interior department.

The outlaws in the hotel refused to sur- 
render, but let their prisoners come out. 
On’ the night of the second day the police 
set fire to the hotel and burned the out- 
laws in it.

Whiie 
the buildiug was burning a Roman Catho- 
lic priest, Father Gibney, rushed in and 
rescued a wounded old man who had been 
left in the building.

ABOUT FALLING CATS. 


Grave Freach Scientists Discussing Why 
They Always Alizht Right Side Up. 


A despatch from Paris says :—The 
French Academy of Sciences spent almost 
an‘entize day last week profoundly discus- 
sing the question why cats fall on their 
feet. M. Marey read a paper and submit 


ted 60 photographs depicting puss in various 
attjtudes while falling about five feet. The 
tirat showed the cat with feet in the air 
making a series cf desperate appeals for 
succor ; then a somersault was turned with 
more or lees grace; finally the feline 
reached the ground on its four paws, and 
then ‘with tail aloft bolted into a safe 
retreat. There was a great deal of 
learned discussion as to the cause of the 

henomenon. M. Marey thought the prob- 
— had been triumphantly solved by puss 
in the first three feet of the descent. M. 
Milne Edwards, M. Berthelot, and others 
maintained that the cat uses the hand or 
other object causing the fall as a leverage 
for turnirground, but this did not agree 
with the early photographs in which there 
is no sign of rotation. . Marcel, in The 
Press suggested that intestinal movement 
might account for the phencmenon. NM. 
Macey promised to continue his experiments 
aad to prevent the possibility of leverage 
by tying the cat and then cutting the 
string. 


Thunder Not Yet Explained. 


Taunder, as far as its consideration by 
indelligent human beings is concerned, is 
among the oldest of the natural phenomena 
and yetit is the least understood. Thunder 
and. the preceding phenomena of lightaing 
have been considered under many heads, 
yet the peculiar crackling sound which is 
heard the instant before the detonation of 
the main report has never been the sub 
ject of much discussion. According to one 
authority on such subjects, M. Hira, it is 
caused by the separated columns of air 
rushing together after being separated by 
the electric flash, the main report being 
the actual contact of such divided sections 
of atmosphere. An Ohio scientist has sug- 
sested something entirely different. He 
says,, Is it not possible that the crackling 
of thunder, one of the stock puzzlers fur 
centuries, is reaily caused by the conver- 
sion of gases into water by the action of the 
electric flash or blaze? The fact that each 
sharp peal of thunder is tollowed by a sud. 
denly: increased downpour of rain goes to 
prove that something has caused the rapid 
conversion of gases or Vapor into water.”

EIGHT BURNED TO DEATH. 


Disastrous Fire in a Tenement Neuse in 
New lerk— Terrible Fight fer Life. 

A despatzh from New York says:—Eight 
people were burned to death in a five-story 
tenement house at 216 West 32nd street 
early on Tuesday morning. Allof those in 
the front of the house escaped, but while

Mra 
Friedman struck the bottom of the ceilar 
area, just outside the point where the fire is 
supposed to have started. She sustained no 
broken bones and she ran up the ares stairs 
to the rear of the yard. Her clothing, how- 
ever, was ablaze and before it could be ex- 
tinguished the woman was probably fatally 
burned. Friedman handed his infant daugh- 
ter, the only one of the family, save himself, 
whoescaped unscathed, through the window 
of an adjoining house and then started back 
to get his other children. It was too late ; 
the dense smoke drove him back. The 
bodies of five people were found in the 
other rooms blackened with smoke.

CRIME IN CANADA. 


Ide Crimiaal Statistics eof This Country 
Tell a Discreditabie Stery. 


Durirg the past few weeks trutal and 
atrocious crimes have occurred with a fre- 
quency that is calculated to shake the op- 
timist’s faith in his fellow-men. Apparent- 
lv in secordance with the theory that 
countries ate swept by alternate waves of 
Vice and virtue, one crime leading to anoth- 
er, and the sequence continuing until 
the wave of virtue trings it to an end- 
Ontario is having its experience with the 
wave that leaves blood and ruin in its 
wake. itis generally admitted that the 
primary causes of crime are poverty, ig- 
norance, and a demoralizing course of pris- 
on disciplice, and that, in proportion as a 
people become well instructed and com- 
fortable, so will they become free from 
crime, happy, and, morally speaking, inno- 
cent. But tnere does not seem to be sutii- 
cient reason for attributing the apparently 
increasing criminality of Cntario and in 
Canada to these causes, for we are recover- 
ing from an era of depression, we are being 
better educated than ever before, and our 
prison discipline is being steadily improved. 
The criminal statistics of last year, never. 
theless, told a melancholy tale. for it was 
shown that there were in Canada, in 1893, 


4,630 convictions for indictable offences, or 
9.36 per 10,000 inhabitants, as againet 
4,040 or 8.23, per 19,000 inhabitants 
in 1892. This increase is explained partly 
by the fact that in 1893 a different method 
was adopted in making the returns, but the 
change accounts for only 290 of the, 590 
additional convictions. lt during the pre- 
sent year, the number of minor offences 
has been proportionate to the number 
of heinous crimes that have snocked 
the laweabiding section of the 
community, it is safe to say that the 
criminal statistics will again tell a diss 
creditable story. In crime as in other 
mattera there are occasional fluctuations 
for which it is ditlicult to account except 
by some hypothesis like the wave theory, 
which may or may not bear the test of 
careful examination. Readers of the news 
papers during the past few weeks have had 
® series of reports ot murder brought 
prominentiy under their notice, which 
make it seem ss if an epidemic of that 
pacticular form of crime prevails at the 
present time; and as there are no reasons 
for attributing it to any of the three 
primary causes, it must be owing to some 
that are, like the wave theory, inexplicable 
As one funeral causes other funerals, so 
one murder causes others more or less like 
it, and not one but a number of excutions 
are necessary to have a deterrent effect. 
Education, industry, sobriety, and con- 
tentment are certainly not declining in 
this country, and it is to be hoped that the 
number of dastardly crimes soon will be.

The Chinese Son of Heaven. 


In Pekin is the residence of* a monarch 
who 13 still the Son of Heaven to 350,000,- 
000 human beings, whom a bare score of 
living foreigners have ever seen, and whoat 
the end of the nineteenth century leads an 
existence befitting the Veiled Prophet of 
Khorassan. He is Vice-regent of Heaven, 
himself all but a god, and lives a prisoner’s 
life. To the innermost palace no man is 
admitted, and the imperial persons and 
harem are surrounded by a vast body of 
eunuchs, estimated at from 8,000 to 10,C60. 
When the Emperor goes out nobody is al- 
lowed in the streets, which are very likely 
paved for the occasion, while the houses 
are barricaded or closed with mats. 

The ceremonial functions of his life are 
manifold and engrossing, and his education 
in the native classics is not neglected. Ku- 
ang Heu, the present Emperor, takes a deep 
interest in everything English, and receives 
daily lessons in our language from 
two Chinese students, who, unlike the 
Ministers, are allowed to sit in his presence; 
but with the sad routine of his oliicial life, 
rigidly prescribed by an adamantine eti- 
quette, and the temptations of the harem, 
it is unlikely that an Emperor of China can 
develop force of character or learn lessons 
of statecraft. Shoulda strong sovereign 
emancipate himself from the petrified tra- 
ditions of the palace, the phantom of im- 
perial power would, it 18 said, collapse.

Polish Settlers in Ontario. 


Thirty miles west of Eganville, and in 
the immediate vicinity of Wilnow, a sta- 
tion on the Ottawa and ParrySound railway, 
there is a settlement of people who have 
many interestirg peculiarities. The settle - 
ment consists of Poles, about 300 in 
number, who emigrated from their father- 
land to their present homesteads some 15 
years ago. It is only upon very special 
occasions that they free themselvea from 
work. Principal amongst these is a mar- 
riage ceremony, which is invariably looked 
forward to for many, many months by the 
whole settlement, and, in fact, by nearly 
all the inhabitants within a radius of 20 
miles, The event is always right royaliy 
celebrated in a manner peculiar to the Poles 
themselves. The affair is generally con- 
sidered public and everybody is invited to 
ee in the dagcing. A ‘funny 
eature of the jubilation is that whoever 
dances with the bride is supposed to pay a 
certain amount, which amount is made 
known before dancing commences, and is 
levied according to the estimation of the 
bride in the community. The celebration 
laste two nights and (wo days. In this 
way the bride, ifa good staying dancer, 
can realize a handeomesum. It is stated up- 
on good authority that in the last matri- 
monial event the fair one came out 260 
ahead. This, however, was not withou' 
displaying wonderful dancing powers, for 
she was kept hopping steadily from the 
time the fiddle“ started until the eve of 
the second day.
